“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Thou Art Weighed 


“Tekel; Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting.” Dan. 5: 
a7 

I refer you to the great incident re- 
corded in Daniel 5, Belshazzar’s feast. 

At the time of this great feast Belshaz- 
zar was king of Babylon, the greatest 
realm known at that time, and he, like 
his grandfather Nebuchadnezzar, ruled 
with an iron hand. 

The Bible said he made a feast to a 
thousand of his lords and drank wine be- 
fore the thousand. When the feast was 
tuned to the highest pitch and their souls 
waxed wanton, he commanded that the 
vessels be brought which his father had 
taken out of the temple in Jerusalem, 
that his princes, his wives, and his con- 
cubines might drink therein. 

Then they brought them and drank 
wine in them and praised the gods of 
gold and silver, of brass, iron, wood 
and stone. Jer. 21:14, “I will punish 
you according to the fruit of your do- 
ings.” In the same hour came forth fin- 
gers of a man’s hand and wrote over 
against the candlestick upon the plaster 
of the wall, pronouncing judgment upon 
Belshazzar and his guests. 

As Belshazzar was placed in God’s bal- 
ances and his deeds reckoned, the joints 
of his loins were loosed and his knees 
smote one against the other. My friend, 
whether you are a Christian or not, when 
God summons you to the judgment and 
you find your deeds are recorded, what 
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then! The wise men, astrologers, and 
soothsayers were brought but could not 
reveal the meaning of the writing. Dan- 
iel, a Jewish captive, was mentioned and 
later brought before the king. By the 
wisdom of God and the spirit that was 
in him, he interpreted the writing. 
Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin—God 
hath numbered thy kingdom, and fin- 
ished it. Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting. Thy 
kingdom is divided, and given to the 
Medes and Persians. He did not say, 
Thou shalt be weighed, but, Thou art 
weighed. That night Babylon was taken, 
Belshazzar was slain and Darius, the 
Median, took the kingdom. 

Weighed in the balances is used figur- 
atively and means “tried by law.” Our 
motive and intention of this message is 
to refer you to deeds for which this 
generation and forthcoming generations 
will be weighed (tried by God’s law). 
I would like for you to notice how 
closely connected are two laws of the 
Old and New Testaments, and bear in 
mind that if these are not strictly ad- 
herred to both will weigh out the same 
when tried (judged). Exodus 20; Gal. 
§:19-21. God told those who did not 
heed His voice and observe to do all His 
commands, that they should not see the 
land (Canaan). Paul said that those 
which do such things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God. Let’s examine our- 
selves and see if there are any of these 


works in us, lest we fail and come short 
of the glory of God. 
ADULTERY 

Gal. 5:19-21; Exodus 20:1-17. Paul 
said, “Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these; Adultery.” 
Moses said, ‘Thou shalt not commit 
adultery.” Adultery is God’s greatest 
displeasure. Eden was the home of our 
foreparents and in it was established the 
law of monogamy—one- wife for one 
husband. But when Eve began to flirt 
with the devil she failed God and lost 
her inheritance (home). Don’t miscon- 
strue this statement, it’s a wonderful 
example. You, no doubt, have heard or 
read of many having their fifth and 
sixth and even as many as eight com- 
panions. Just recently I read of a wom- 
an at the age of thirty who was marry- 
ing her eighth husband. In one county 
there were two hundred and eighty- 
eight marriage license issued and the 
same year two hundred and eighty- 
eight divorces granted. It has increased 
to a large per cent—something to think 
about—when God said, Thou shalt not. 


Heb. 13:4. 
FORNICATION, UNCLEANNESS, 
LASCIVIOUSNESS 


These three works of the flesh (pro- 
hibited both by Moses and Paul) are 
practiced by such a large number that it 
should grieve the heart of every Chris- 
tian. Think of the many houses of vice

(EDITORIALS 








The Ministry 

“But Jesus called them unto him, and 
said, Ye know that the princes of the 
Gentiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exercise authori- 
ty upon them. But it shall not be so 
among you: but whosoever will be great 
among you, let him be your minister; 
and whosoever will be chief among you, 
let him be your servant: Even as the 
Son of man came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and give his life 
a ransom for many,” Matt. 20:25-28. 

The word “minister” is from the 
Latin and is frequently used  inter- 
changeably with the word, “servant,” 
hence one who ministers to our needs 
as well as one who officiates at 
religious worship. The ministry we 
wish to emphasize evidences the 
self-sacrificing spirit of love  pre- 
scribed in the commission given by Je- 
sus to the apostles. This advice given by 
Jesus grew out of the request made by 
two of His followers to sit one on His 
right and the other on His left, and He 
wishes them to know that those who 
minister should not clamor for place or 
conduct themselves in a way that would 
cause people to think that they wish to 
be served or bowed to. But he who 
would be a minister must be servant of 
all. The minister of the gospel should 
be a fine and forcible character, in fact, 
a character builder, a teacher of the 
duties men owe to God and to their fel- 
low men, an example of high and lofty 
life that inspires men to live as befits 
those who would be followers of the 
great Nazarene, a comforter in time of 
sorrow, an elder brother. 


“Now then we are ambassadors for 


Christ, as though God beseech you by 
us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God. For he hath made him 
to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the righteousness of 


God in him,” 2 Cor. 20, 21. 

“For which I am an ambassador in 
bonds: that therein I may speak boldly, 
as I ought to speak. But that ye also may 
know my affairs, and how I do, Tychius, 
a beloved brother and faithful minister 
in the Lord, shall make known to you 
all things: whom I have sent unto you 
for the same purpose, that ye might 
know our affairs, and that he might 
comfort your hearts,” Eph. 6:20-22. 

These scriptures are brief statements 
of the duties and qualifications of the 
ministers of the Church of God. The 
presbytery is spoken of in the Bible, 
which means, of course, a body of min- 
isters whose duty it is to examine and or- 
dain other ministers. The scripture gives 
all the advice necessary for the ministry 
and if we will take the plain, written 
Word we will understand what our 
duties are and I am sure will be helpful 
to those who need our advice. 

“And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed,” Acts 
14:23. 

“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the Church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood. For 
I know this, that after my departing shall 
grievous wolves enter in among you, not 
sparing the flock. Also of your own 
selves shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples after 
them. Therefore watch, and remember, 
that by the space of three years I ceased 
not to warn every one night and day 
with tears,” Acts 20:28-31. 

“This is a true saying, If a man de- 
sire the office of a bishop, he desireth 
2 good work. A bishop then must be 
blameless, the husband of one wife, 
vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given 
to hospitality, apt to teach; not given 
to wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; but patient, not a brawler, not 
covetous; one that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in subjection 
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with all gravity; (For if a man know 
not how to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church of 
God?) Not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. Moreover he must have 
a good report of them which are with- 
out; lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil,” 1 Tim. 3:1-7. 
“The elders which are among you I 
exhort, who am also an elder, and a wit- 
ness of the sufferings of Christ, and al- 
so a partaker of the glory that shall be 
revealed: Feed the flock of God which 
is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but willing- 
ly; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind; neither as being lords over God’s 


heritage, but being ensamples to the 
flock,” 1 Peter 5:1-3. 
“Let the elders that rule well be 


counted worthy of double honour, es- 
pecially they who labour in the word 


and doctrine. For the scripture saith, 
Thou shalt not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn. And, The la- 


bourer is worthy of his reward,” 1 Tim. 
Isis, 18 

“I commend unto you Phoebe our sis- 
ter, which is a servant of the church 
which is at Cenchrea: that ye receive 
her in the Lord, as becometh saints, and 
that ye assist her in whatsoever business 
she hath need of you: for she hath been 
a succourer of many, and of myself also. 
Greet Priscilla and Aquila my helpers in 
Christ Jesus: who have for my life laid 
down their own necks: unto whom not 
only I give thanks, but also all the 
churches of the Gentiles,’ Rom. 16:1- 
4. 

Here we find that Paul admonished 
the church at Rome to receive these 
women helpers and this shows the con- 
struction he put on the good women who 
were helpers in the work. 

The duties of the church to the min- 
istry may be said to consist chiefly of 
co-operation, loyalty, devotion to Chris- 
tian duties and the living of lives in con- 
formity with the tenets and teachings 
of the Word of God. 


THE PASTOR 

“And I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, which shall feed you

Jer. 3:15. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel against the pastors that feed 
my people; Ye have scattered my flock, 
and driven them away, and have not 
visited them: behold, I will visit upon 
you the evil of your doings, saith the 
Lord,” Jer. 23:2.

Men Who Are Essential to the 
Church 


Jesus said, ‘Ye are the salt of the 
earth” and “Ye are the light of the 
world,” (Matt. 5:13). Men who pos- 
sess certain qualities and certain ability 
and with certain vision are necessary 
to the well-being of any city or com- 
munity. And it is equally true that the 
existence and progress of the Church 
depends on men of a definite and spe- 
cific kind. 

1. Its very life depends on men and 
women who are soundly converted to 
God, men and women who possess a 
positive, dependable experience of God’s 
grace. Recently a pastor of a leading city 
church, speaking in a ministers’ meeting 
said, ““There are many groups of Chris- 
tian people who have no experimental 
knowledge of sins forgiven.” He de- 
plored this awful condition and wanted 
to find a way to remedy it. This is a 
vital point. Only of saved men and 
women is the Church built. When men 
and women go into sin the light of God 
goes out of their lives. 


2. The Church must have men who 
understand and appreciate its mission in 
the world. The world is lost. There is no 
means of salvation but the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ. Upon the Church is the re- 
sponsibility of giving the gospel to men. 
The apostles of Jesus felt this responsi- 
bility keenly. They gave their lives in 
the discharge of that responsibility. 
While the Church exists it must feel this 
obligation. It is more than a matter of 
general interest, it is a personal matter 
and with each individual member. The 
spirit of evangelism and missions is es- 
sential in all. And to the extent we do 
not possess it we are dead and lacking in 
the true spirit of the gospel of Jesus. 

3. The Church needs men who are 
consecrated to God and who are set 
apart definitely and _ specifically for 
the work of the ministry. The disciples 
cast their lot entirely with Jesus. They 
reserved nothing. His interests were 
theirs. That He and His kingdom might 
win out was the victory they desired. 
Men who will espouse the cause of Jesus 
just as they did are still the crying need 
of the Church. 

4. Men and women who will put 
their finances and all their earthly store 
at the disposal of the Master, for His 
great program, are still needed. There 
are expenses and certain necessities that 
must be provided. Giving willingly, 
freely, and to the point of sacrifice and 


self-denial is the spirit that must be 


among us. 


5. The Church must have men of 
vision, men of spiritual insight and wis- 
dom as leaders to help steer the old ship 
of Zion, not men of biased minds with 
narrow, contracted vision or _ selfish 
motives. But men of prayer and faith 
and humility and love, men whose 
words and spirit and actions point 
others to the Master. What a force God 
marshaled under the leadership and 
teachings of Peter, James, John and 
Paul. But their equipment and ability 
was God-given. God called them, they 
answered His call and He endued them 
with “power from on high.” God is still 
calling men. He is still equipping and 
sending them.

Where the Steps of Jesus Lead 


“Follow me’—Jesus, Luke 5:27. 

It is quite easy to sing, “Where He 
leads me I will follow,” but it costs 
something to do it and yet all who fol- 
low Him pay the price. If I follow Him, 
I’ll have to pay the price. If you follow 
Him, you will have to pay the price. 

It was a price indeed that the disci- 
ples paid to be followers of Jesus. But 
how amply they were paid for all it cost 
them. 


FIRST, it cost them the surrender of 
their lives to Him. Whatever occupa- 
tion or employment they desired mat- 
tered not to them now. It is all in His 
hands. Nothing is the same any more. 
Following Jesus made every phase of 
life different to them. And with us it 
is the same. Some surrender themselves 
to Jesus and soon they quit their job— 
teaching, clerking, farming, etc. and 
go to work for the Lord, at home, or 
maybe in a foreign field. But most of 
us He does not call away to work for 
Him. We follow Jesus right in the old 
home, on the farm, in the shop or store, 
among our friends, loved ones and 
neighbors. But our life is different, the 
farming, teaching or working is dif- 
ferent now since we are following Jesus. 
We witness, we let our light shine and 
things are all new because we are fol- 
lowing Jesus. We had just as soon go 
somewhere else, but we will labor glad- 
ly right here and be faithful and do our 
best to hold down our part by giving 
and working and praying since God has 
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placed us here and is pleased to have us 
remain till Jesus comes. 


SECOND, it cost the disciples all 
earthly comforts to follow Jesus. He 
told them plainly that He “had not 
where to lay his head.” And certainly to 
cast their lot with Him meant to be as 
poor as He, but the blessedness of His 
presence was more to them than all 
earthly comforts. And it is so now to 
all the followers of Jesus. Let us re- 
member that for the comforts we give 
up for the sake of following Jesus we 
will later be rewarded a millionfold. If 
following Jesus leads to poverty now it 
will ultimately lead to the. riches of 
glory. 

THIRD, the steps of Jesus did lead 
the disciples to present peace, although 
over a track beset by many unpleasant 
and unwelcome experiences. Jesus said, 
“My peace I give unto you.” The fol- 
lower of Jesus today finds the same 
peace and a rest unknown to the world. 


FOURTH, the path which Jesus 
walked led to crucifixion and death, a 
literal death. His followers share the 
benefits of that death. The Apostle 
Paul said, “I am crucified with Christ.” 
Could not every true follower of Jesus 
say the same? To be a follower of 
Jesus means crucifixion to the world 
and all the evil in it. If the steps of Je- 
sus have not led you here it is because 
you have not “followed on.” 


FIFTH, the steps of Jesus led the dis- 
ciples to a life of service. He was always 
ministering to some needy one in one 
way or another. He “came to minister,” 
and was always teaching it by precept 
and example. And so He leads His fol- 
lowers today. 


SIXTH, Jesus said, “I go and prepare 
a place for you,” and “I will come 
again and receive you unto myself.” He 
said, “Fear not, little flock; for it is 
your Father’s good pleasure to give you 
the kingdom.” This is the final reward 
of glory awaiting those who follow Je- 
sus. No matter the pain or sorrow of 
the way, it leads home.

NEWS FLASHES FROM 
THE MISSION FIELD

JAMAICA 

We told you of how the Lord was 
blessing—beyond measure—in Jamaica, 
and of the unprecedented opportunities 
we have in that Island. Before I left, 
there was so much interest aroused that 
business men and others would stop us 
on the street asking for an explanation 
of the Pentecostal blessing in the Holy 
Ghost as taught in the Church of God. 
I remember one day when the manager 
of a tailor shop on King Street, the main 
thoroughfare in Kingston, ran out call- 
ing to me; several of the shop-workers 
followed and soon a crowd had gathered. 
Then there was Adjutant H. J. Perry 
of the Salvation Army, who had lately 
been healed of a serious illness in an- 
swer to prayer, and had received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost according 
to the pattern in Acts 2:4; 10:44-46; 
19:6, etc. Brother Perry was with the 
“Army” for some twenty-three years 
until he received the light on water 
baptism by immersion after which he 
united with the Baptist church and took 
a course of training in their college at 
Cristobal, C. Z., Panama. He naturally 
made good grades in school, taking first 
place in Theology, second place in liter- 
ature, and tied for second in language, 
involving the study of Greek, Latin and 
Spanish. He also made good grades in 
Logic and other kindred subjects and is 
a splendid musician. His wife also is a 
talented worker and has the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. They have already or- 
ganized one good church and a small 
orphanage in the city of Kingston. The 
church is in Montego Bay, the second 
largest population center in the Islands, 
I believe, and it is a place where we have 
wanted to open a work for some time. 
These people, who are well recommended 
by both the Baptists and the Salvation 
Army, came to us at the close of our 
convention asking to be fellowshipped 
in the Church of God. Since the Lord 
is bringing in so many talented and 
trained workers in these days to help us 
in Carrying out our part in the evangeli- 
zation of the world, we feel very grate- 
ful and naturally—yes! spiritually, too 
—want to flash the good news to the 
four winds of the earth. 


Some may not appreciate. what we 
have to say with reference to Theology, 
etc., as has already been said, but what 
of it? The Bible admonishes us to 


“Study to shew ourselves approved un- 
to God, that we may teach others also; 
ready always to give an answer to every 
man that asketh you a reason of the hope 
that is in us.” The writer, who is a self- 
taught man, had to gain what little 
knowledge he has, through night school 
study, correspondence school course, and 
hard, downright experience, during thir- 
ty-two years of world-travel, and wishes 
he had the opportunity afforded some 
of his readers, though not envying any- 
one. After all, ‘“Ye are our epistles,” said 
Paul, “written in our hearts, known and 
read of all men.” People who do not read 
the Bible, read us. I don’t know what 
your experience has been, but I have tried 
travelling incognito at times to escape the 
attention of the curious—while not us- 
ing a fictitious name, nor denying my 
mission—yet to no effect. On one oc- 
casion an elderly gentleman belonging 
to a certain western countryside, ap- 
proached me with a very pointed ques- 
tion, saying, “Brother Ingram, I feel like 
you are a man I could ask anything I 
wanted to, without your taking excep- 
tion to the query.” Replying to his ques- 
tion, I stated that “our lives should be 
an open book.” It was my first and only 
time to ever meet the quaint old char- 
acter, whom I left more puzzled than 
before, no doubt. 

MAROONS LOOKING TO THE 

CHURCH 

Before leaving the subject of Jamaica, 
I should like to mention the Maroons 
under this sub-heading. “Maroon,” whica 
suggests red, has no reference to the 
color of these interesting people who are 
black—being descendants of run-away 
African slaves. They were desperate at 
first, being forced to hide in the dens 
and caves of the wild “Cockpit Coun- 
try,” where they lived largely by hunt- 
ing wild hogs that abounded in great 
numbers. Then at times they made raids 
on the white plantations, engaging the 
British soldiers in battle, fighting from 
ambush with their crude weapons of 
warfare. Huge forts were built and ev- 
ery method known to army men of that 
day were employed to dislodge them 
from their mountain fastness, to no 
avail. The British decided on hunting 
out these brigands and began what was 
destined to be week-end campaign that 
ran into a guirilla war that lasted for 
forty-two years. Successive expeditions 
were carried on in which the participat- 
ing crown troops were practically wiped 
out. Every desperate ruse of warfare 
was tried and failed. Man-hunting dogs 
were used, Indian trackers were tried, 
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and with forts overlooking the “Cock- 
pit Country” it must have resembled 
the northwest frontier of India as it is 
to-day, yet the Maroons were never con- 
quered. After one hundred years of 
ruthless warfare, a treaty of peace had 
been signed and duly ratified by George 
II, on March 1, 1738, giving them their 
independence. 

It is a long and interesting history, 
but I must make it short and come to 
the point. Colonel Guthrie tactfully 
took advantage of the born-in religious 
instincts of these native Africans and 
suggested a treaty in the name of Al- 
mighty God who was displeased with 
the terrible bloodshed. So the British 
Colonel arranged a meeting with Cud- 
joe the chief of the Maroons, entering 
their territory, with native brigands 
waiting in ambush. Cudjoe approached 
with a gourd, used for drinking pur- 
poses, and a small incision was made in 
the flesh of the English Colonel’s fore- 
arm, collecting a few drops of his blood 
in the vessel. The same ceremony was re- 
peated with the native chief, the blood 
of the two flowing together. After this, 
a measure of rum was poured in and the 
two of them drank the contents; thus 
one of the strangest and best observed 


treaties in British colonial history en- - 


tered upon its unbroken existence. The 
Maroons still possess the “Cockpit Coun- 
try” after three hundred years, and 
though the Union Jack—the British 
flag—flies over Jamaica, this is one area 
of the British Empire which can claim 
independence. No tax collector, police- 
man, nor any agent of the Crown may 
enforce an entrance to their domain 
even to this day. They are a law to 
themselves except in case of murder, 
when the killer is turned over to the 
Colonial authorities for trial. They have 
1,500 acres of land set aside by the 
Crown Government for their use. On 
March 1, 1938 the Maroons were to 
celebrate two hundred years of free- 
dom, with dances, feats of physical 
strength, much feasting, etc. Best of all, 
they had decided on a religious program 
of some sort to honor Almighty God, 
and while we were gathered in our Is- 
land convention at Kingston word came 
that Colonel Henry Rowe, the seventy- 
year-old ruler, had sent for the Church 
of God Y. P. E. asking them to come 
to Acompong—his capital—and take 
charge of the exercises—honoring our 
people above all the other religious folks. 

As stated before, we are conducting 
the meetings at our central station, at 
Kingston, in a building loaned to us. 
Since arriving in Central America, I 
have received word that we may have 
to vacate very soon, and will be obliged 
to build a place of our own, to serve as 
Island headquarters. Most all building

Many are running from the presence 
of God, and trying to get away from 
His Spirit, but it is impossible to get 
out of His reach. 


TRYING TO HIDE 

2 Sam. 12:1-8 gives us a record of 
the time David tried to cover a sin and 
get by with it. He thought he was sure 
and safe but suddenly it came to light. 
No doubt he was thinking of it the 
time he wrote the psalm about the “all- 
seeing eye of the great God.” 2 Sam. 11: 
1-17 tells of the terrible plot against 
Uriah after he would not go down to 
his house and be with his wife to cover 
up the thing David had done. David 
sent a letter to Joab the captain to set 
Uriah in the hottest battle on the front 
line. David took Uriah’s wife but yet 
it was not known to the people; God 
knew all about it. 

Achan had the sin covered up from 
the people but how easily the Lord could 
see the thing. There was much suffer- 
ing and shame over it but he couldn’t 
get by with it. He had it hid well and 
no doubt his wife knew but very little 
about the thing he had done. Or per- 
haps his whole household knew it but 
the judge didn’t. People go to a lot of 
trouble to keep things from the public, 
and especially the church of which they 
are members, and when they are suc- 
cessful in getting it covered from peo- 
ple they feel all right. See Joshua 7:1- 
26. 

We have heard so much about the fall 
in the garden, but I’m persuaded there 
has never been a picture so plain or so 
shameful as to show the tragedy of 
that event. What a difference in the 
scene. Adam could not be found as be- 
fore; something wrong somewhere. Try- 
ing to hide from the Lord and get some- 
thing to cover up his sin. But oh, how 
transparent were those leaves. If Adam 
had acted like he had been acting he 
would have gotten by longer. But when 
a person’s conscience is hurting him he 
is not at himself and a lot of times he 
does things that tell on him. Read Gen. 
3:1-10. 

Ananias and Sapphira found out that 
God had a hand in the things He had 
left the apostles in charge of and the 
Holy Ghost couldn’t be played with, or 
lied to. Isa. 30:1, ‘“‘Woe to the rebel- 
lious children, saith the Lord, that take 
counsel, but not of me; and that cover 
with a covering but not of my spirit, 
that they may add sin to sin.” Some 
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have covered with leaves, some with 
lies, some with dirt, and some with wit- 
ty plans, but remember that all of 
these mentioned are not His Spirit, and 
there is a woe pronounced upon them, 
in fact, you can see plainly the woe that 
such have received. 

We can soon see how far David got 
with his sin. There is always a man of 
God around to interfere with the plans 
of some old transgressor. David had be- 
gun to feel pretty good about the way 
the thing went which he had planned 
out, but about that time the man of 
God came on the scene. He brought a 
little problem to David to solve for 
him and here is what it was. There was 
in a certain city two men, one of whom 
had many herds, flocks, plenty of mon- 
ey, lots of land and just any thing he 
could wish for. The other was very poor 
and his family had to go hungry because 
of their circumstances. The poor man 
had a little lamb which he took care of 
just like one of his children and the 
whole family liked the meek little lamb. 
One day a traveler came to the rich man 
and he would not take a lamb from his 
own flock but went over and got the 
only lamb the poor man had and killed 
it for the traveler. Nathan asked David 
what would be done in a case of that 
kind. David got mad and said that man 
must be put to death at once. When he 
got through talking and raging Nathan 
said, “Thou art the man.” No doubt 
David felt like Moses did the time he 
went out and began to correct some of 
the Israelites, and one of them asked him 
if he would kill him like he did the 
Egyptian. Things are not hid as well as 
we think they are sometimes. 

Perhaps Achan’s heart began to beat 
fast when the little army down at Ai 
got after Israel and ran them back home 
and killed thirty-six of them. He pos- 
sibly knew that there was but little 
chance for him after God took it up and 
started to uncover things, yet he was 
stubborn like lots of folks nowadays, 
and he held on until the very last. 

As we notice the way Adam and 
Ananias and Sapphira were exposed we 
think of the scripture in Isa. 28:20, 
“The bed is shorter than that a man can 
stretch himself on it: and the covering 
is narrower than that he can wrap him- 
self in it.” Let us remember that God 
has a cow to low, a sheep to bleat, a 
rooster to crow, a mule to talk, or some 
thing else to tell the wrong that we have 
done. He knew the house number and 
location; the man’s name, and all about 
the place where Peter was staying when 
Cornelius sent after him. You talk about 
finger prints and license numbers, God 
can give your description better than 
that. He has the hairs of your head num- 
bered and not even a sparrow falls to 
the ground without the notice of our 
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Father. He calls the stars by name, so 
don’t think you are hiding a thing from 
the Lord. 

THE PUNISHMENT 

Rom. 6:23, “The wages of sin ‘s 
death; but the gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Sometimes as we watch the wicked we 
almost become envious because it looks 
like they are upheld in their wickedness 
but if we consider the Lord is long suf- 
fering and bears long with the wicked 
and their destruction will be soon enough 
at the longest. Just look at these char- 
acters we have been talking about— 
David, Adam, Achan, Ananias, and 
many, many others, that we could speak 
of that faced an awful death and judg- 
ment because of their transgressions. 

Just as sure as death is certain that 
sure the judgment is certain and every 
one is going to be judged by the deeds 
done in this body; there is no way out 
or around, the only way to be certain 
is to make everything right and live for 
God and then we will not be ashamed 
to face Him.

It happened that I knew one of the 
clerks and I was talking to him about 
the little happening and about the way 
they captured the bandits. There was a 
man up above the first floor that sat 
and watched every move that was made 
by the ones that came in, so when the 
bandits thought they had everything go- 
ing their way the man that was watch- 
ing turned the tear gas on them and be- 
fore they knew it they had them cap- 
tured. The wicked might think that 
they have the thing going their way 
but about the time it looks like they are 
going to get by with it the great God 
steps on the scene and arrests them.

DRUNKENNESS

but thank God for those who have be- 
come sickened of this wrong and turned 
their faces heavenward, crying out 
against the unwise who are deceived 
thereby. I lift my voice in the cry with 
those who oppose it. Numbers of times 
when just a little boy I have seen li- 
quor by the barrels set up in my home. 
I have known its influence even to un- 
consciousness, but today I’m free and 
acquainted unto salvation. The repeal 
has failed and real facts about the li- 
quor problem portray its folly. In days 
of saloons we had 177,000. In days of 
taverns (repeal) we have 450,000 mod- 
ern, up-to-date saloons whose bars are 
tended by young women. Ha! the old 
gray headed man can’t sell legalized li- 
quors, we want young, attractive wom- 
en. They have 1,000,000 tending bars 
in different places of business, by far 
more than we have in colleges. 3,000,- 
are born annually of 
drunkened parents.

Bootleggers defraud the government 
of nearly $2,000,000 annually.

Paul said to the Corinthians, 2 Cor. 

7:1, “Wherefore come 
out from among them, and be ye sepa- 
rate, saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing and, I will receive you, 
and be a Father unto you, and ye shail 
be my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty. Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God.” You know well what 
caused Belshazzar to do wrong—revel- 
ling, riotous feasting, defiling God's 
vessels. Beware lest ye also fall into this 


abominable thing. If you don’t come 
out from among them you will soon 
partake of their evil. Pastors and 


Church, what in your opinion is revel- 
ling? What does the world term it? 
Let’s obey the Spirit lest we fall into 
the snare of the devil. When we use 
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God’s house for worship then we know 
we're right, but when we’re in doubt, 
“take heed unto yourselves and all the 
flock over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers.” You'll give 
an account as one watching for their 
souls. “If our heart condemn us, God is 
greater than our heart, and knoweth all 
things,” 1 John 3:20.

Belshazzar’s wrong (feast) 
caused him to lose that which he had, it 
was taken from him, divided and given 
to others while his soul was cast into 
the regions of the damned (darkness). 
If people who are guilty of these of- 
fences won’t repent and do His com- 
mandments, they too shall be de- 
stroyed. Matt. 25:28-30. I'll write this 
for fear you neglect to read it. “Take 
therefore the talent from him, and give 
it unto him which hath ten talents. For 
unto every one that hath shall be given, 
and he shall have abundance: but from. 
him that hath not shall be taken away 
even that which he hath. And cast ye 
the unprofitable servant into outer 
darkness: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.” Remember, he was 
still a servant until his lord returned. 
Is your service pleasing to God? Rev. 
22:14, “Blessed are they that do his 
commandments.”

body of Christ: till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ: that we hence- 
forth be no more children, tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind 
of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in 
wait to deceive,” Eph. 4:11-14. 

In the scriptures above are the duties 
of the pastors or the purpose for which 
they are provided. It is a very sacred 
thing to be a pastor, leader, or teacher, 
and one to fill this place in the truest 
sense must be a servant or shepherd. Je- 
sus said He was the Great Shepherd of 
the sheep. The shepherd must be willing 
to lay down his life for the sheep. In 
Oriental times when a flock of sheep 
was delivered to a shepherd they were 
counted out to him and he had to be re- 
sponsible for each one of them. If they 
were devoured by wild beasts he had to 
bring some showing, either a hoof or 
some part to show that the sheep had 
been destroyed. I wonder what God will 
say when we all come to the judgment, 
to those who have driven the flock away 
in place of loving and trying to restore, 
secking to find defects and flaws by 
which they may accuse them. This is 
not the condition in every case. There 
are many good pastors and shepherds 
who are trying to build up and restore 
those who are influenced by Satan and 
his powers and yet there may be some 
who are careless and indifferent and 
think more about the support than they 
do the care of the flock. 

Now what I have said about the care- 
less and indifferent pastors does not ap- 
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ply to the faithful and those who are 
doing their best to care for the flock. 
But should there be any that are neg- 
lectful and careless they will complain. 
What I have written has been for the 
purpose of being a blessing to the min- 
istry and not to criticize. We are certain- 
ly in the last days and we need the 
blessings of God in our hearts and need 
to bestir ourselves so that we will not 
be found wanting.
